HOWEVER  undeniable  it  is,  that 
the  mercantile  clals  in  general,  has 
been  prejudicial  to  the  country,  fo  far  ;

Hitherto,  it  has  not  maintained  that 
prudent  relationship  with  the  farming 
lntcreR  whi?h  is  dictated  by  a wife,  a li 
beral  and  a faving  policy.  Its  direct 
operation  and  tendency  has  been  to 
draw  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Agricultu- 
ral ciafs,  what  Wealth  it  held  and  to  ap- 
propriate it  to  their  own  ufe  exclufively 
This  is  evinced  -from  the  pi-efent  comps 
ttative  Rate  of  wealth  between  the  two 
clsffes-  In  the  towns  of  the  Rate,  where 
the  merchant  in  general  concentrates  his 
property,  his  dwelling  his  equipage,  the* 
apparent  amount  of  bis  stock  in  trade , 
the  improvements  that  surround  him, 
and  his  dome. stic  conveniences'  bear  the 
afpedt  of  a fiourilhing  opulence.  The 
quantity  of  cash  that  he  fends  out  to  a, 
foreign  market  is  enormous  : his  import- 
ations large  and  valuable,  all  of  which 
fK£w  that  his  trade  has  preferved  a ra 
tit*  of  increaffl.  Rut  let  the  medal  he 
reverfed,  fo  far  as  it  relates  to  the  a 
gricultural  ciafs.  It  - is  true  that  in 
fome  parts  of  the  Rate  the  lands  have- 
been  opened  by  induRry,  and  that  there 
are  a few  of  the  firR  rate  farms  under 
cultivation,  with  fome  tolerable  improve 
ments  appurtenant.  Rut  by  far  the, 
greater  part  of  the  farming  citizens  have 
verged  but  little  beyond  their  original 
fettlemcnt  and  improvement.  The  ba 
lance  of  our  territory  is  Rill  in  a Rate  of 
Lavage  uncultivation.  The  cabbin  that 
was  built,  the  furniture  with  which 
was  Rbcke'd,  and  the  fereRs  that  fur- 
rcunded  it  when  the  proprietor  firR  emi- 
grated to  the  country,  Rill  retain  their 
Rand.  Befides,  if  the  lands  have  been 
opened,  (which  is  the  only  thing  that 
looks  like  improvement  among  this  ciafs) 
it  has  not  been  done  by  refources  drawn 
altogether  from  our  own  foil,  but  by  ne- 
groes it. bo  have  been  brought  intq  the 
•country,  and  by  the  aid  cf  What  little 
means  otherwife  that  the  emigrant  could 
command  by  the  hire,  of  labour  in  addi- 
tion to  his  own,  and  the  gratuitous  af- 
fiftance  of  his  neighbours.  So  upon 
the  whole,  there  is  a linking  difference 
in  the  conditions  of  the  ‘two  claffes  ; 
fuch  a difference,  indeed,  that  it  (hews 
how  very  much  the  farmer  has  permit- 
ted himfelf  to  be  impofed  on,  by  yielding 
up  his  Wealth  to  z.  body  of  men,  who 
gave  him  nothing  but  the  confumable 
articles  of  a foreign  market  in  ex- 
change. 

By  this  means  the  merchant  has  gfown 
rich  : on  the  other  hand  the  farmer 
maintains  in  general  his  old  Rand.  He 
cannot  even  boaft  the  providence  of 
the  ant,  which  lays  up  fomething  for  the 
future  gloomy  deRinies  of  its  life.
